JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) -- Ar- 
sonists firebombed the office of 
South Africa’s anti-apartheid white 
students' union yesterday, damag- 
ing a hall where Archbishop Des- 
mond Tutu was expected to appear 
later in the day, student leaders 
said. 

The attack came a day after South 
Africa's white supremacist Conser- 
vative Party said it was restoring 
hard-line apartheid in scores of 
towns under its control, barring 
blacks from parks, swimming pools 
and municipal offices. 

The party scored impressive vic- 
tories in last month's local elections, 
winning control of 90 local councils 
in Transvaal, most populous of 
South Africa's four provinces. 

Yesterday's early morning attack

FOR the better part of the past week, Presi- 
dent Chaim Herzog has been busy conferring 
with representatives of the newly-elected 
Knesset factions, in an effort to establish who 
among the country’s political leaders would 
command the largest measure of parliamenta- 
ry support as head of 8 new coalition govern- 
ment. One, and only one, among Mr. Her- 
zog’s invitees triggered some public protest by 
his arrival at the presidential mansion: Reha- 
vam Ze'evi, a former OC Central Command, 
now chief of Moledet, the new pro-transfer 
list, his own creation. 

Mr. Ze‘evi's underlying thesis is that there 
is no room for both “‘them™ and “us” in the 
Land of Israel. His- official: programme, how- 
ever, has been somewhat attenuated, evident- 
ly out of respect for the sensibilities of the 
Knesset Central Elections Committee, and 
the High Court of Justice. The new Knesset 
faction’s official programme speaks of volun- 
tary transfer of Arabs from Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza to the neighbouring Arab states, by 
peaceful agreement with these countries that 
should take them in. 

Pledging allegiance to that supposedly 
peace-seeking transfer programme, Mr. 
Ze’evi duly won his certification from the 
Central Elections Committee, despite chal- 
lenges by leftist parties which compared Mole- 
det to the banned, racist Kach list of Meir 
Kahane. On the face of it. Mr. Ze'evi is not a 
Kahane-type racist. But what he really has in 
mind, and has openly said during his elec- 
tion campaign, is to force the Palestinians, by 
such means as denying them employment in 
Israe], and closing down their universities, to 
“willingly” evacuate the country. He has also 
never specifically stated that his transfer 
scheme would not apply to Israel's Arab 
citizens. 

Although, unlike Meir Kahane, Rehavam 
Ze’evi does not deal directly with questions 
such as Jewish-Arab inter-marriage, as well as 
other related, clearly racist issues, the under- 
lying motives of his programme are obviously 
racist. His success at the polls, having gath- 
ered a sufficient number of votes for two 
Knesset seats, has now created a new parlia- 
mentary problem.

It is to the credit of the parliament of the 
Federal Republic of Germany, the state that 
rose from the ashes and ruins of the Third 
Reich, that it showed the kind of sensitivity to 
even a small passage of an otherwise excellent 
and wide-ranging dissertation by Bundestag 
President Philipp Jenninger which forced his 
resignation the following day. For Dr. Jen- 
ninger, a staunch friend of Israel and one of 
those leaders of the post-war German democ- 
racy who firmly believes that Auschwitz will 
remain part of German history “until the end 
of times,” and who, in his speech, dismissed 
as senseless the notion that one should at last 
put an end to Germany's Nazi past, it was a 
personal tragedy.

His relatively brief 
reference to Hitler's tremendous successes 
which within a few years had wiped out Ger- 
many’s “shame” of the Versailles treaty and 
the economic misery of the Weimar Republic.

These latest developments serve as further 
proof that Mr. Ze’evi's invitation by the pres- 
ident for routine coalition consultations 
should have been handled with more sensitiv- 
ity regarding the delicate issues such a meet- 
ing might evoke. Although it could be argued 
that President Herzog, who had refused four 
years ago to see Meir Kahane, had no choice 
but to invite Mr. Ze'evi, the reasoning given 
by the President's Office for this decision was 
somewhat puzzling. Instead of issuing a state- 

‘ment that placed full credence in Mr. Ze'evi's 
Official protestations of benign intent, which 
had been given the lie by none other than the 
Moledet leader himself, the president might 
have found some more convincing justifica- 
tion for his move. 

He could have claimed, for instance, that it 
was impossible to ignore the representatives 
of over 44,000 voters, whose candidacy had 
not been formally challenged by the Central 
Elections Committee — which was not the case 
with Meir Kahane four years ago — while, at 
the same time, warning against the racist ten- 
dencies of this new Knesset list. Although 
distinctions should, of course, be made be- 
tween different varieties of racism, no oppor- 
tunity should be missed, especially not by the 
highest moral authority of the State, to stamp 
out the abomination of racism in whatever 
form it presents itself.

Although Dr. Jenninger 
paid a high personal price for his attempt at 
dealing with Germany's history in depth, his 
speech and subsequent forced resignation are 
likely to serve as warning reminder that the 
German people must continue to live with and 
recognize the guilt of their past for many more 
years to come.

IN A RECENT column, Emanuel

in and the modem world from with- 
out, faces an inevitable decline. In 
his optimism, Rackman even sug- 
gested that centrist Orthodoxy has 
already started to reap the benefits 
of this trend. 

This may be how the Jewish world 
looks from behind the comfortable 
walls of Bar-Ilan or Yeshiva Univer- 
sity. From my experience ia typical 
religious settings in Israel, the situa- 
tion is quite different. 

Centrist Orthodoxy is clearly los- 
ing the battle against ultra-Ortho- 
doxy. Even those who have yet to 
don black hats and suits have begun 
to look to Bnei Brak and the Jerusa- 
lem “Bible belt” for inspiration. In 
many average Orthodox congrega- 
tions throughout Israel, a growing 
number of members have adopted 
beliefs and practices once adhered 
to by only a fraction of the obser- 
vant population. ; 

Remember, we are talking about 
Orthodox Jews who are products of 
the religious Zionist movement. 

They are staunch in their loyalty to 
the state and have completed the 
full term of service in the armed 
forces. They have never shirked 
their responsibilities as citizens of 
Israel, and would never justify oth-

morality’

Γ my belief in the transcendental. 
There is one concept in Prof. 
Bauer's article that 1 wish to discuss. 
He writes: “Morality is human, not 
transcendental.” 

I assume that means that Man is 


absolute, the one and unique, the 
universal Man, just does not exist. 
Mankind consists of men, not of 
Man. And men are different from 
one another: They differ from each 
other in taste, ideas and ideals, in 
ambitions and goals. They also dif- 
fer from each other due to the dif- 
ferent time-conditioned circum- 
stances in which they happen to live. — 

The question: Who is this Man, 
the creator of morality? — should be 
of special interest to us Jews. In the 
course of our long history we have 
encountered him and his morality 
on innumerable occasions. Let us 
look just at a few examples of “hu- 
man morality” from our meeting 
with Christianity. 

Chrysostom of Antioch, inspired 
by his system of values, told the 
world that the synagogues of the 
Jews “are houses of idolatry and 
devils...The Jews do not worship 
God, but devils, so that ail their 
feasts are unclean.” 

In the same spirit Thomas Aqui- 
nas wrote: “It would be licit, accord- 
ing to the law, to hold the Jews in 
perpetual servitude because of their 
crime.” 

There is no need to go on quoting 
such and similar productions of “hu- 
man morality.” They were innumer- 
able. But let us recall some of the 
morality of an outstanding historical 
personality, Martin Luther. In his 
Table Talk he called the Jews 
‘.,.venomous beasts, vipers, di 
gusting scum, cancers, devils incar- 
nate...their private houses must be 
destroyed and devastated; they 
could be lodged in stables...I be- 
seech our magistrates...Let them 
take care to burn their 


True, all these people spoke in 
the name of their religion. Howev- 
er, in the view of secularism, God 
Himself was a creation of human 
imagination and the morality ema- 
rece, ei of course. human 

ity. 


But let us examine one or two 
more creations of “human moral- 
ity” by more modem personalities 
who did hot call on any god. Vol- 
taire, the leader of French Enlight- 
enment, in his Dictionnaire Philoso- 
phique, delivers the following moral 
judgment about the Jews: “...you 
will find chem an ignorant and bar- 
barous peple, who for a long time 
have combined the most sordid 
greed with the most detestable su- 

ition and the most invincible 
hatred for all the people who toler- 
ate them and enrich them.” 

One more example of the modem 
age should do. Hegel, that giant of 
philosophic idealism, adjudged the

of these same persons accepting 
only the supervision of ultra-Ortho- 
dox bodies as valid. There appears 
to be a subconscious belief that loy- 
alty to the state compromises a 
mashgiah's ability to detect when 
the shohet's knife has stuck in the 
cow’s throat. In the back of many 
minds, staunch defiance of Zionism 
is associated with the best in piety 
and learning. 


AND SO IT GOES. This past 
shmitta year, a record number of 
religious Jews rejected the Rabbin- 
ate’s heter mechira and chose τὸ ob- 
serve the Tora’s commands to the 
letter. A growing number are shun- 
ning mixed bathing. Delaying a 
boy's first haircut until the age of 
three is increasingly in vogue. Sex- 
segregated elementary education 
has been.making inroads into the 
religious Zionist school system. 
These, and a host of other’ prac- 
tices once associated with the haredi 
fringe, are rapidly entering the 
mainstream of Orthodox Judaism. 
Ultra-Orthodoxy has more than 
its share’ of internal! rivalries, and 
even its spokesmen admit that it is 
plagued by many of the social prob- 
lems that afflict other sectors of the 
population. They have lost some im- 
portant battles over public obser- 
vance of Jewish law. However, even 
staunch secularists would not go as 
far as Rabbi Rackman has in pictur- 
ing the Judaism of Bnei Brak and 


Sabbath of the Jew in the following 
terms: “To slaves this rest from 
work must be welcome, ἃ day of 
idleness after six days fall of la- 
bour.”” The Jew keeps the Sabbath 
“in a complete vacuum;” he makes 
“the time dedicated to God an emp- 
ty time™ and lets “this vacuity return 
every so often...” 


ALL THESE evaluations of the 
Jews and Judaism were forms of hu- 
man morality. They were all cre- 
ations of human beings. We may not 
approve of them, just as their origi- 
nators would not approve of our 
disapproval. But this does not ren- 
der their system of values less hu- 
man than ts ours. 

Within non-transcendental secu- 
larism, every human being is the 
ultimate moral authority unto him- 
self. Hitler, too, was a human being 
when he stated to his friend Rausch- 
ning: “It is true, we are barbarians. 
That is an honoured title to us. I free 
humanity from the shackles of the 
soul, of the degrading suffering 
caused by the false vision called con- 
science and ethics.” =" 

These words, too, were uttered in 

Ὡ-Ξυν 


freedom, with the intention of liber- 
ating mankind from suffering of a 
certain kind. All this is no less au- 
thentic than the ideals of any associ- 
ation of Humanistic Secular 
Judaism. 

The majority of men may reject 
the Hitlerian values, But so what? 
Within the realm of secularism, 
whence the morally commanding 
authority of the majority? The ma- 
jority itself is a collation of individ- 
ual human beings. Each one of them 
may command himself to follow a 
certain order of moral principles 
that he himself conceived and of 
which he personally approves. But 
none of them has the moral power 
to demand of anyone else to submit 
to his own ethical insights. 

What the secular humanist is 
speaking about is relativistic ethics, 
with which modern culture has been 
familiar for some time. It has rightly 
been stated that relativistic ethics 
leads society into a jungle of “mo- 
rality." In a sense, it derives from 
scientism (not to be confused with 
science). 

Positivism summed it up philo- 
sophically by teaching that moral 
principles, ethical values, are a mat- 
ter of taste. In the non-transcenden- 
tal secular world there are laws of 
nature, of human likes and dislikes. 
Actually, Dostoevsky said it quite 
some time ago when he let Dimitri 
Karamazov declare: “Without God 
everything is permissible.” 


IT IS interesting to note that the 
secular humanist does not envy the 
rabbi in his problem “if [he] be- 
lieves, as he must, that God's com- 
mand was, in fact, to murder 
children.” 

indeed the rabbi does have a seri- 
ous problem there, one that chal- 
lenges his faith. But the problem 
exists for him if.one acknowledges 
the absoluteness in the moral com- 
mand. But why should a secular hu- 
manist not understand that just as 
he is comfortable in his “human mo- 
rality” so may also the rabbi be in 
his, though — in his imagination — he 
ascribes it to a non-existent God. It 
js all human, nothing but human, 
and thus, every human being may be 
his own lawgiver. 7 

Of course, it is not so. It is rather 
strange that “th secular humanist™ 
does not notice how in his very con- 
cer for the moral problem of the 
rabbi, a transcendental element has 
intruded into his “human morality.” 

Maybe what is needed is 8 critical 
review of what is Man.

Who holds the 


reins at the EC? 


Some European leaders wonder whether the European 


Commission is becoming more master than servant of the 


member states in certain areas. David Buchan reports on a 


power struggle in Brussels 


RECENTLY, JACQUES Delors, 
president of the European Commis- 
Sion, picked.up the gauntlet which 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
had flung down a month earlier on 
the floor of Bruges town hall. 
Warning of what she saw as the 
looming menace of a European su- 
pra-state, she said her European 
ideal of “independent sovereign na- 
tions” working more closely togeth- 
er “does not require power to be 
centralized in Brussels or decisions 
to be taken by an appointed 


gp bureaucracy”. 


Delors has now hit back on the 
key question implicitly raised by 
Thatcher: is the Commission, which 
Proposes and executes policy, the 
servant or master of the 12 member 
states, which decide policy throu 
the Council of Ministers? Speaking 
to the European Parliament, Delors 
complained that “‘it is not enough to 
question the loyalty of the Commis- 
sion. Those who accuse the Com- 
mission should show how it is going 
beyond its responsibilities.” 

The issue is confused by the ideo- 
logical difference between the Con- 
servative British prime minister and 
the Socialist commission president. 
Asa Delors adviser succinctly put it, 
Thatcher is asking: “Europe — right 

, oF wrong; but also Right or Left?” 


PARTICULARLY DIVIDING 
London and Brussels — more so for 
the moment than EC tax and mone- 
tary plans - is Delors’ push for a 
voluntary European company stat- 
ute under which workers could par- 
ticipate in management decision- 
making. The Downing Street press 
office could. not have worded 
Thatcher's reaction any better than 
Delors did when he said recently 
that Britain saw him “as some kind 
of red demon trying to fan the dying 
embers of Socialis.” 

On the issue of a possible “social 
dimension” to the Community, 


Thatcher stands alone in opposition. 
Not only are the Socialist govern- 
ments of Greece. Spain and France 
(the current and next two holders of 
the EC Council presidency) against 
her, but so is a band of centre-right 
leaders led by West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl. 

But Thatcher is not the only Eu- 
ropean leader ~ merely the most 
outspoken — to wonder whether the 
Commission is becoming more mas- 
ter than servant of the member 
states in certain areas. 

The governments which make up 
the Council of Ministers still hold 
the reins by virtue of their collective 
power of final decision. Delors riled 
Thatcher with his prediction that in 
10 years time “80 per cent of eco- 
nomic legislation, and perhaps tax 
and social legislation, will be decid- 
ed at the Community level.” But 
even if Delors’ forecast proves cor- 
rect, who will be taking most, if not 
ali, of the “80 per cent” of deci- 
sions? The auswer is that the Coun- 
cil will, not the Commission. 

Delay can also be as potent a 
Council weapon as decision. A 
Commission proposal on architects’ 
qualifications. for instance, took 17 
years to reach the EC statute book. 
For the past 15 years, the Commis- 
sion has been trying to get member 
states to pass control of large Com- 
munity-scale company mergers to 
Brussels. In the opinion of one UK 
diplomat, “the Commission's right 
of initiative pales into insignificance 
beside the Council's right of 
decision.” 

Of course, there is a serious sepa- 
rate issue of whether the Council, as 
a collective body taking most deci- 
sions by majority vote, has not 
slipped away from the democratic 
controf of national parliaments. A 
national parliament's control over 
its government is of less use when 
that government can be outvoted in 
the Council. 


BUT THE 17-MAN Commission 
remains permeable to member 
states’ influence in a host of ways. 
good and bad. Most obvious is the 
right of governments every four 
years to nominate individual com- 
missioners, and the right to replace 
commissioners -- as Thatcher has 
done with Lord Cockfield - who. 
they feel, have “gone native” in 
Brussels and taken insufficient note 
of their home country's interests. 

Moreover, the doubling of EC 
structural funds, giving the Commis- 
sion ECU 55b. ($64.25b.) to spend 
on regional and social aid over the 
next five years will, almost by 
chance, allow member states to 
plant more of their own civil ser- 
vants inside the Berlaymont, the 
Commission's Brussels headquar- 
ters. The Commission is hiring an 
extra 250 people this year. specifi- 
cally requesting “national experts” 
who can return to their home civil 
services after helping reform the EC 
structural funds, rather than perma- 
nent Eurocrats with undivided loy- 
alties to the Community, whom it 
would have to keep on its payroll. 

The Commission's main power 
stems from its monopoly right of 
proposal. This power which among 
international bureaucracies is 
unique to the Commission was de- 
signed to suppress national egoism. 
The one exception is that any pro- 
posal for an inter-governmental 
conference called to amend the trea- 
ty -- such as with the Single Europe- 
an Act -- must come from member 
states. 

So the Commission writes the 
agenda for Community work, an 
agenda that the Single European 
Act broadened to cover research 
and technology, environmental pro- 
tection, social policy and. to some 
extent, monetary cooperation. In 
the last field, however, the Single 
European Act stipulates that any 
change in existing institutions, such 


as some future transformation of the 
European Monetary Cooperation 
Fund into a European Central 
Bank, requires treaty amendment. 

But batiles have occurred be- 
tween Commission and Council 
over the legal basis of the former's 
proposal. Not surprisingly. the 
Commission has tended to choose as 
the legal bases for its proposals 
those permitting Council voting by 
so-called qualified majority. weight- 
ed by size of country: while the 
Council. or thase who feel threat- 
ened by a Commission proposal, 
have sought legal bases which re- 
quire unanimity. 

The Catch-22 for individual mem- 
ber states is that to amend a Com- 
mission proposal (and therefore its 
legal basis) requires Council una- 
nimity. But since the Single Europe-~ 
an Act. member states no longer 
cling together as they used to and, 
says one diplomat. “there's been a 
virtual collapse of unanimous sup-~ 
port inside the Council for unanim- 
ity itself." Many diplomats think the 
Commission has not been properly 
exercising this responsibility. 


THE PROCEDURAL tug-of-war 
between Council and Commission is 
even more intense in the obscure 
area of “comitology.” This is the 
name given to the structure of com- 
mittees through which the Commis- 
sion implements a Council decision, 
There are three types of committees 
of national officials by which the 
Commission, always in the chair, 
consults member states on imple~ 
menting measures. 


Conservative and Socialist confrontation. EC president J 
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The first, the nearest thing to a 
blank cheque, is “advisory.” The 
Commission simply has to take “the 
utmost account” of the committee's 
opinion. To its subsequent regret, 
the Council agreed last year that 
“predominant place™ should be giv- 
en to such advisory bodies for imple- 
menting internal Market 
harmonization. 

The second is a “management” 
committee, which can overrule ἃ 
Commission proposal by ἃ qualified 
majority. for example 54 out of 72 
votes. It is most common in the agri- 
cultural area. 

The third and most heavy-handed 
is a “regulatory committee.” which 
must positively approve a Commis- 
sion proposal by qualified majonty. 
In other words. a Commission mea- 
sure must have 54 votes in favour to 
take effect. A variant of this, known 
as conrre-filet, allows the Council to 
overrule the Commission by a sim- 
ple majority. or seven out of 12 
countries. 

The Commission generally has 
the whip-hand, because the Council 
must have unanimity to overrule the 
Commission's proposed choice of 
consultative committee. It has an- 
gered many member states not so 
much by always proposing “‘adviso- 
ry" committees on internal Market 
measures, as by absolutely setting its 
face against the comrre-filer proce- 
dure even in sensitive matters such 
as health. One result was that re- 
cently, on food additives, the Coun- 
cil refused to delegate any powers 
whatsoever to the Commission. In- 
stead, the Council has insisted that

every food additive measure must 
be passed as a full directive. 

The obvious answer to Thatcher's 
sneer about the Commission as an 
“appainted™ bureaucracy would nut 
be to make it elected, as proposed 
by ex-president of France Giscard 
d@Estaing. but to make it subject to 
more control by the directly-elected 
European Parliament. 

The Single European Act has 
made the European Parliament a 
potential thorn in the side of both 
Commission and Council. The Eu- 
ropean Parliament now has a formal 
say on the EC's assaciation accords 
with non-member countries (which 
was exercised this year to delay 
agreements with Israel) and govern- 
ing any enlargement - likely to be 
used on Turkey's EC entry bid over 
the next year or so. In this way. the 
European Parliament is clearly be- 
coming an unseen partner at certain 
of the Community's international 
negotiations. a role which. of all 
Western parliaments, only the U.S. 
Senate so far has. 

Yet if Thatcher really wants bet- 
ter control of the Commission, the 
European Parliament may be her 
best ally, much as she might dislike 
it as a rival to Westminster and na- 
tional parliaments, because of its 
role as a check on the Commission 

Surely the best tactic is to follow 
countries such as Belgium which 
have joint parliamentary scrutiny 
comanttees of national and Euro- 
MPs, so that positions taken by gov- 
ernments in the Council have a 
more solid base at home and in 
Strasbourg. (Financial Times)

Writing in the latest issue of the 
Maccabi Health Fund's Maccabiton, 
Marbaum says that various proteins 
are very different according to the 
number and order of amino-acids of 
which they are made. There is noth- 
ing wrong, she says, with eating two 
kinds of cheese at one meal; but the 
digestive juices cannot with 
two different kinds of proteins like 

. milk and meat. 

Fat reduces the presence of diges- 
tive juices and cuts the digestive effi- 
ciency by half, she points out, so 
when you eat meat or eggs. you 
should not eat cream or butter. Fats 
and proteins should be eaten in sep- 
arate meals, but fresh, leafy vegeta- 
bles like lettuce and cabbage partial- 
ly cancel the delaying action of fats. 

When you eat carbohydrates, 
your stomach secretes a different 
digestive juice than when you eat 
protein, Starches need an alkaline 
environment, while protein needs 
an acidic environment. Potatoes and 
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meat, bread and eggs. bread and 
cheese, and rice with fish, says Mar- 
baum. will not be well-digested be- 
cause the stomach can't separate the 


starches and proteins that were - 


chewed together. 

Acidic fruits and vegetables like 
tomatoes, grapes, oranges and 
grapefruit work against the enzyme 
in the saliva that digests starches so. 
she insists, one should not eat these 
at the same time. In addition, sugars 
should not be eaten with protein or 
starches, 

Given all these wamings. one 
would need a computer to plan 
menus... 


PRELIMINARY STUDIES show 
that a new drug eases dementia 
symptoms in patients whose condi- 
tion was caused by a blood-vessel 
ailment in the brain, according to 
Britain's Beecham Pharmaceutical 
Company. [f the company’s prod- 
uct. called denbufylline. shows simi- 
larly successful results in larger trials 
now being conducted across Eu- 
rope. it may be available to the pub- 
lic by the early 0s. 

Dementia refers to the loss or im- 
pairment of mental powers. The 
most common cause is Alzheimer's 
disease. The new studies deal with 
muilti-infarct or cerebro-vascular de-

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mentia, in which the blood flow to 
the brain is obstructed because of a 
blood-vessel problem. That causes 
perhaps 20 per cent of dementia in 
the elderly, and possibly another 20 
per cent include both infarcts and 
Alzheimer's disease, U.S. health of- 
ficials have estimated. 

The drug was tested on 110 pa- 
tients with moderate multi-infarct 
dementia in two trials lasting three 
months each. In the first test. in- 
volving 50 patients. half were given 
the drug in dosages of 50 milligrams 
three times daily and half were given 
a placebo. By the end of three 
months. significant improvement 
appeared among patients on the 
drug in 21 of 22 tests assessing men- 
tal functions. 

Some tests measured specific cog- 
nitive faculties — such as perception. 
memory and judgment. A second 
study involved 60 other petients. 
The compeny says it doesn't want to 
raise false hopes. It will be another 
year before it knows if it has a really 
useful drug but the early results are 
promising, to say the least. says a 
spokesman for Beecham. 

Patients who have taken the dug 
are reportedly easier to live with. 
less disturbed, and able to perform 
simple jobs around the house and 
use the telephone again. In demen- 
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tia cases, this is a marked imprave- 
ment. Still. people with multi-in- 
farct or cerebro-vascular dementia, 
whom this drug is secking to treat, 
are only a small percentage of those 
suffering from dementia. 


AN EXPERIMENTAL vaccine for 
pregnant women, which is supposed 
to protect their babies against infec- 
tion, has been found effective in less 
than two out of three cases. The 
vaccine is designed to combat 
Group B streptococcal infections, 
which develop in one out of every 
330 newborns and are the most com- 
mon infections threatening babies. 


Dr. Carol Baker and researchers 
at the Baylor College of Medicine in 
Houston. Texas. had hoped the new 
vaccine. if given to 2 pregnant moth- 
er. would help the baby build up an 
immunity to infection by the time of 
birth. Although the vaccine's side 
effects were very mild. the effective- 
ness of the vaccine was not broad 
enough. Only in 83 per cent of the 
40 pregnant women tested did the 
vaccine spark creation of enough 
antibodies to fight off the disease. 


Baker. writing in the New ἔπ- 
gland Journal of Medicine. said that 
although the response rate was “not 
optimal.” such a vaccine might be 
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beneficial because it would at least 
prevent some infections. 


SOMETIMES DEAFNESS is 
caused by the inflammation of an 
artery in the area of the temple. but 
it is not often diagnosed. Jerusa- 
tem’s Shaare Zedek Hospital says it 
has treated nine cases of temporal 
arteritis between 1960 and 1978. of 
only 46 cases in the whole of Israel 
during that period. Since the condi- 
tion has a number of symptoms simi- 
lar to other diseases. hospital ex- 
perts say they think it is often missed 
bv doctors. 

Shaare Zedek staffers wrote 
about the hospital's last case in the 
Journal of Laryngology and Oto- 
σαν. describing an 82-year-old man 
who in 1985 came to the emergency 
room complaining of headaches, 
confusion, dry cough and general 
weakness. He had gradually lost his 
hearing in the previous three 
months and was almost deaf. The 
infection of the temple artery was 
picked up. and he was treated with 
cortisone steroids; all his distressing 
symptoms disappeared, and his 
hearing improved dramatically with- 
in twa days. 


TWO DRUGS known to slaw the 
clotting of blood can also prevent an 
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angina pectoris pain from develop- 
ing into a full-scale heart attack. a 
team of Montreal doctors reported 
recently. They said they used aspi- 
rin, heparin, or a combination of the 
two drugs to see if they were more 
effective than a placebo in halting 
the progression of severe chest pain 
in 479 volunteers with angina. 

While 12 per cent of the people 
receiving the placebo suffered heart 
attacks, only three per cent of the 
patients taking pain-killing aspirin, 
and Jess than one per cent of the 
heparin recipients. had coronaries. 
Aspirin was less effective than hepa- 
rin in relieving the angina. Heparin 
administered during the acute phase 
of unstable angina significantly re- 
duced the incidence of heart attacks 
and angina, they concluded. 

Aspirin also reduced the rate of 
fatal and non-fatal heart attacks. 
The combination of the two active 
drugs was not superior to heparin 
alone and resulted in slightly more 
complications. The team said the 
results showed that doctors should 
give heparin to all patients who are 
admitted to the hospital with unsta- 
ble angina and have no contra-indi- 
cation to its use. Aspirin therapy for 
long-term management should be 
started before heparin is 
discontinued.

TT WAS a bad election for the 
tiny parties. Even if they all 
(excluding the Pensioners) hud 
formed one bigger purty. they 
still would not have won ἢ 
Knesset seat. 


But Ya‘acov Gross. the 3u- 
year-old advertising caccutin: 
who arguably gave the election 
campaign its est (intention~ 
al) laughs, is still laughing. Un- 
like the other protest parties 
which rebelled against the big 
parties. the Silent Force ¢Hu- 
Koah Hashaker} protested just 
as much against the other small 
parties and itself. “IC Thad won 
a mandate. | would hive con- 
sidered it a disprace to the Is- 
raeli political system.” he says. 

Gross wants 2 change in the 
system which makes it so easy 
for parties like his to run, since 
almost anybody can drum up 
the required signatures and 
cash to fulfill a fantasy of per- 
sonal power, without anv re- 
gard for democratic vulues. 

Despite tallying 1.579 votes. 
Gross claims several pvhrric 
victories. For instance, it ap- 
pears many of the 24,000 in- 
validated votes were double- 
votes in which the Silent 
Force's letter zavin was placed 
on top of that of another party, 
a kamikaze vote which neutral- 
ized the major parties, at the 
expense of itself. Such voters. 
although useless. were truly 
acting according to the spirit of 
“The Force.” 

The Silent Force also won 
genuine votes in unexpected 
quarters. About three in every 
1.000 Beduin vated for it (more 
than three times the Force’s na- 
tional average): and it showed

popularity in some West Bank 
settlements and Israeli Arab 
villages, winning between 1.5 
and 4 per cent of the votes cast. 
The Beduin, he says, were 
probably influenced by their 
complete frustration with Is- 
raeli bureaucracy and possibly 
by a certain nomadic quality to 
the campaign ads which fea- 
tured desert scenery. 


In fact. Gross says. while his 
entertaining and surrealistic 
television advertisements -- the 
Russian dolls, the bodies float- 
ing in the Dead Sea — attracted 
attention, his more informative 
newspaper ads in Jerusalem pa- 
pers alienated many voters. 
One potential protester, read- 
ing the press. was shocked tu 


find its policies made. sense. 


THERE IS PERHAPS a les- 
son here, While the visual im- 
pact of television ™akes the 
trivial look more impressive 
than the serious, the written 
word forces aspiring politicians 
to attempt a certain degree of 
logical coherence. which is why 
they possibly prefer to speak 
and be seen, than to write and 
remain hidden. 


Gross. therefore. fitted his 
message to his medium. It says 
something for the Israeli public 
{as opposed to the publics of 
certain larger democracies) 
that in the end people were less 
influenced by what thev saw on 
television than by other fac- 
tors. (In fact the biggest gains 
were made by ultra-Orthodox 
parties which condemn televi- 
sion, but used it.) But. it also 
Says something for television 
that it gave HaKoah Hashaker 
a recognizable and distinctive 
political personality. despite its 
Meaninglessness as ἃ political 
entity. 

To take better advantage of 
television, Gross plans in the 
next electicn to register six dif- 
ferent parties. That way. in- 
stead of the 10 minutes of TV 
time alloted to new lists he wil! 
get 60 minutes or almost as 
much as the major parties. 

it is such imaginative think- 
ing that inspired the Force's 
promise (if elected) to rotate its 
Knesset representative once 
every three weeks and press for 
cutting the Knesset to 80 mem- 
bers. 


Oddly. one of the Silent 
Force's most prominent slo- 
gans incorporating the use of 
the letter zayin was not inten- 
tional. It had planned on the 
letters shin-kof-tet (spelling 
shaket). but was prevented by 
Shas which refused to share its 
shin, When it wanted tet in- 
stead, Rehavam Ze"evi's Mole- 
det party took it. 

Inthe end, Gross took zavin- 
zayin, meaning “move™ but the 
double letter was disallowed by 
the election committee: so he 
got a single zavin instead. 
Hence was bor the memora- 
ble slogan “Sim zavin.” Like 
other political oddities. Gross 
considers himself an artist: but 
in his case that is a fair self- 
description. 

In a moment of weakness he 
revealed the true meaning of 
the “Force™. Israel. he said. 
could resemble New Zealand. 
“New Zealand” is a code-word 
for heaven in the minds of the 
ordinary. nerve-shredded Is- 
raelis who happened to have 
been born here. They know it is 
a foolish. impractical dream, if 
HaKoah Hashaker's strength at 
the polling booth is any indica- 
tion.

$ takes a tumble 
against the yen 


NEW YORK (Reuter) - The dollar 
tumbled to ἃ 10-month low against 
the yen on Friday on speculation 
that the Bush administration will 
tolerate a lower dollar and doubis 
whether the group of seven still 
agree on exchange-rate policy. 

The dollar finished at 122.85 yen. 
its lowest close since January 4, 
compared with 124.05 at Thursday's 
New York close. 

The currency market closed ai 1 
p.m. in commemoration of Veterans 
Day. 

West Germany’s Bundesbank 
joined other central banks on Friday 
in buying dollars, but foreign ex- 
change dealers said the coordination 
came too Jate. The dollar ended at a 
five-month low against the mark of 
1.7375 marks, from 1.7535 on 
Thursday. 

Remarks by U.S. officials seeking 
to dispel the impression that Presi- 
dent-elect Bush wotild settle for a 
weaker dollar to repair the nation's 
trade performance were unable to 
check the dollar's slide. 

Commerce Secretary William 
Verity said in Washington that the 
dollar's current exchange value was 
fair. In London, Treasury Under- 
secretary George Gould said the ad- 
ministration iad no interest in see- 
ing a weaker dollar. 

The remarks appeared aimed at 
undoing the damage caused earlier 
in the week when Martin Feldstein, 
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a Bush adviser, said the currency 
needed to fall at least 20 per cent in 
the next three years if the U.S. was 
to balance its trade account. 
Gould said that Feldstein. former 
chief of Reagan's Council of Eco- 


_ nomic Advisers, had expressed this 


view for some time. 

“T must emphasize that we, as a 
matter of policy, have no interest in 
seeing the dollar lower,” he said. 

In the past week, however, Feld- 
stein has been joined by other influ- 
ential economists, such as C. Freg 
Bergsten of the Institute for Interna- 
tional Economists in Washington, 
who concurred that the U.S. trade 
deficit will not shrink much under 
current conditions. 

The disavowals by Gould and oth- 
er senior administration officials 
“comes too late to change senti- 
ment.” said a dealer with a big U.S. 
bank. ᾿ 

The dollar was heavily soid Friday 
in earlier Asian trading despite re- 
peated intervention by the Bank of 
Japan and comments by Japanese_ 
finance officials that the central 
bank would intervene. 

In Europe, the dollar skidded to a 
low of 122.35 yen and 1.7310 west 
German marks. The Bank of En- 
giand, intervening on behalf of the 
Bank of Japan, bought dollars in 
Europe, as did the Bundesbank, 
buying 550 million at the Frankfurt

Toframetrics. ἃ wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Elbit’s based in the 
U.S., was awarded an $8.3m. con- 
tract from the U.S. Anmy several 
weeks ago for its chemical-agent de- 
tectors. 

AMERICAN ISRAELI PAPER 
MILLS LTD., meanwhile, reported 
a net profit for the quarter fell 
38.5% to $800,000, compared with 
the same period last year. The com- 
pany attributed the downtum to 
continued increases in production 
costs and to an increase in its financ- 
ing expenses. 

The company's sales for the July- 
September period came to $53.2m., 
compared with $48.6m. in the third 
quarter of 1987.

, its net profit dropped one thi 
to $4.8m., Vhile its sales rose 22% 
to $167.4m. The company said that 
with duties on imports from the Eu- 
ropean Community due to be abol- 
ished on January 1, it had begun to 
reassess its future plans and reorga- 
nize its production and marketing.

Stop scapegoating foreign workers 


Calls to rid the country of its for- 
eign workers are not going to solve 
the problem of growiag unemploy- 
Tent ~ even if it is the director- 
general of the Employment Service, 
David Mena. who is issuing them. 


_ When Kitan announced its deci- 
sion to close down the tailoring de- 
partment at its Dimona plant at the 
beginning of this week, at the cost of 
119 jobs, Mena rushed off an urgent 
letter, saying the company should 
first dismiss its foreign workers. He 
wrote that Kitan had one month in 
which to fire its 12 Portuguese 
workers. 


But Mena should really know bet- 
ter. According to the Employment 
Service's own policy, work permits 
for forzign workers are only issued if 
the employers who want to import 
them can prove that these workers 
have skills unavailable in the local 
market. 

Tf this is the case, why should

sacking the 12 Portuguese workers 
in any way help the 119 wiloring 
workers who face the axe? Either 
the service has been issuing permits 
willy-nilly and the work these for- 
eign workers are doing is. not so 
skilled, or Mena is simply letting a 
knee-jerk reaction take the place of 
reasoned thought and action. 
Mena. in a conversation with The 
Jerusalem Post \ast week. toned 
down his demands and simply said 
there was a need to re-examine the 
permits granted to the 3,614 foreign 
workers employed here legally. 
(According to experts. there are an- 
other approximately 9,000 people 
working illegally, on tourist visas.) 
He said foreign workers should only 
be employed on condition that they 


train their Israeli colleagues to even- 
tually take their place. 

That the country’s unemployment 
tate is beginning to creep up from 
around 3.3% at the beginning of the 
year to over 7%. now is clear for all 
to see. But the central cause of this 
unemployment is not foreign, or 
even Palestinian. workers taking 
over Jewish jobs. The real demon 
behind the current unemployment is 
the slowdown in growth in the 
economy. 

And until this slowdown is halted, 
more and more people will lose their 
jobs, something Mena knows as well 
as any other senior Labour Ministry 
offical. Mena might have been an 
unsuccessful candidate for a safe 
spot on the Likud Knesset list, but 


the elections are now over and the |- 


public should be able to expect more 
Tesponsible actions and statements 
from their civil servants than those 
he provided at the beginning of this 
week.

Senior Israeli official warns: 


‘Bush may cut aid © 


to Israel in bid to 
trim U.S. deficit’

WASHINGTON - A senior Israeli 
official here has expressed concern 
that a Bush administration, facing 
very serious budgetary problems re- 
sulting from the massive federal def- 
icit, might be prepared to reduce 
U.S. foreign aid to Israel and other 

countries. 

Meeting with Israeli reporters on 
Friday, the official also expressed 
alarm over indications that the new 
administration will move quickly to 
try to push through fresb U.S. arms 
sales to Saudi Arabia and other 
Arab states. Such sales, the official 
said, would help the U.S. balance of 
trade. 

The official, who asked not to be 
identified by name, said that Israel 
has already registered with the State 
Department its strong opposition to 
granting an American visa to PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat to enable 
him to address the UN General As- 
sembly in the coming weeks. 

But several well-placed U.S. offi- 
cials predicted that the U.S. would 
eventually extend a limited visa to 
Arafat enabling him to speak before 
the Geueral Assembly and to make 
other public appearances in New 
York City. 

“Barring some genuinely moderate 
statement from the current Pales- 
tine National Council meeting in Al- 
giers, the ‘U.S. would not permit 
Arafat to come to Washington. 

The Israeli official, while welcom- 
ing the very pro-Israeli statements 
made by President-elect George 
Bush during the campaign, candidly 
described some of Israel's concerns.

economic and military assistance to 
Israel. 

Israel has been 
recer' ion ἃ year in ts 
Son he US. - $1.8 in the mil 
tary area, the remaining $1.2b in 
economic aid. The official said that

Regarding possible U.S. arms 
sales to moderate Arab states, the 
official said that he was unaware of 
any specific requests already in the 
pipeline. But he said that Israel still 
anticipated some serious trouble in 
this area next year. 


Jn regard to the continuation of 
the peace initiative, the Israeli offi- 
cial predicted that President Bush 
and Secretary of State-designate 
James Baker would continue the 
general lines of the Reagan adminis- 
tration’s approach, including sup- 
port for the Shultz imitiative. 


* During the campaign, the Israeli 
Official recalled, Bush came out 
sharply against the creation of an 
independent Palestinian state. 

The Bush administration, he con- 
tinued, would continue support for 
enhanced strategic cooperation with 
Israel]. “They see Israel as a strategic 
asset,” he said.

Although Shamir has met with the 
NRP, David Levy, the Likud’s chief 
negotiatior has not. “And now we 
don't want to hear from him!" the 
NRP source said. 

Earlier last night, the Number 
Two man on the Shas list, MK Ra- 
phael Pinhasi, said that when the 
Council of Tora Sages meets this 
morning under former Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi Ovadya Yosef, they 
will be told that a majority of Shas’s 
six MKs favour a coalition with the 
Likud. But, he added, the final deci- 
sion would be made by the Council. 

The Tora Sages will also be told 
that David Levy, in a conversation 
with Shas officials, had warned them 
Not to count on Shamir's promise of 
the Housing Ministry before Levy is 
assured of becoming foreign minis- 
ter. Levy currently holds the hous- 
ing portfolio and may want to con- 
tinue there If he is denied the 
coveted Foreign Ministry. Levy’s 
spokesmen denied the report. 

The two-man Degel Hatora list, 
dominated, as is Shas to a lesser 
extent . by Rabbi Schach, will prob- 
ably go along with whatever Shas 
decides, Pinhasi said. 

Aguda Yisrael’s own Council of 
Sages may decide not to decide, al- 
though the party's politicians are 
said to favour the Likud because of 
its willingness to support the “Who's 
a Jew" amendment. That legisla- 
tion, apparently a sine qua πόπ for 
Aguda support, would invalidate all 


non-Orthodox conversions to 
Judaism. 

A meeting with Labour's Shimon 
Peres on Friday left Aguda MKs 
disgruntled because Peres could de- 
liver no firm guarantee on that legis- 
lation. Labour negotiator Rafi Edri 
explained that the negotiating team 
“has no mandate to promise the 
amendment will pass.” The most 
Edri could offer was to bring the 
matter up before Labour's central 
‘committee — where, Aguda’s Avra- 
ham Verdiger believes, it is very 
unlikely to pass. 

During Shamir's marathon meet- 
ings with the ultra-Orthodox parties 
on Friday, he suggested that they 
refrain from demanding concrete 
promises until he had been formally 
charged with forming the 
government. 


Shamir, who told Shas they would 
get the Housing Ministry, suggested 
to Aguda, who also want that port- 
folio, that they should wait until he 
starts the formal allocation of cabi- 
net seats. 


He also told them that no negotia- 
tions on a broad Labour-Likud co- 
alition had yet taken place. 

Both the "Who's ἃ Jew” and an 
alternative conversion law have a 
good chance of being passed within 
a few months of the government's 
coming into power, Shamir said.

Huge rally calls for electoral reform

TEL AVIV -- Tens of thousands gathered in Kikar 
Malchei Yisrael last night to demand a national unity 
government with election reform as its top priority. A 
spokesman for the organizers. the Public Committee 
for a Constitution. told The Jerusalem Post that if the 
demonstration did not bear fruit this week. public 


pressure would be increased. 


Speakers included committee chairman, Law Pro- 
fessor Uriel Reichman, Tzomet head MK Rafael Ei- 
tan, the Likud’s Meir Shitreet, Centre Party leader 

ΜΚ Amnon Rubinstein, and Tel Aviv University Rec- 
tor Professor Moshe Many. Also present was Labour's 
Gad Ya'acobi and peace activist Abie Nathan. 

While attendance fell far short of the 100,000 figure 
quoted by organizers. observers agreed that it was the 
biggest demonstration since the Lebanon War. “We 
are tired of the coalition system.” Rubinstein stated in 
his opening address. ‘In Israel there is the rule of the 
minority. Don’t sell out our basic rights to religious 
functionaries in order to form coalitions.” he appealed 


to Labour and Likud leaders. 


Rubinstein, along with most other speakers, struck ἃ 
chord with the crowd when he pleaded against submis- 
sion to religious parties who support army exemptions 
for yeshiva students, a tightening of the abortion laws, 
increased power for the Chief Rabbinate, the closing 
down of Friday night entertainment, discrimination 
against women, and the passing of the ‘‘Who is a Jew 
law.” He stressed, however, that he was not anti- 


religious. “I have great respect for the haredim, but 
they must respect us as we respect them,” he said. 
He called for a Likud-Labour goverment to pass just 
three laws, the first to provide for personal constituen- 
cy elections for the Knesset, the second legislating a 
bill of rights and the third instituting direct election of 
the Prime Minister who would be given broad wide 


executive powers.

Eitan admitted that electoral reform would affect 
small parties adversely, but argued that “the good of 
the country,” was more important.

Curfews were clamped on Balata 
and Hawara near Nablus, and on 
Shweika, near Tulkarm. The cur- 
fews in the West Bank, including 
those on Kalkilya and Tulkarm, 
were imposed during raids by 
troops, and to pre-empt possible 
protests, military sources said. 

On Friday, activists of the Islamic 
Resistance Movement (Hamas) dis- 
tributed leaflets in mosques warning 
the PNC against making peace with 
Israel or accepting the partition of 
“Palestine” in a declaration of inde- 
pendence. The leaflets call for “holy 
war” and “armed struggle” to “de- 
stroy the Jewish entity” and “‘liber- 
ate all of Palestine.”

In an apparent reference to Israel, 
he said: “By killing Abu Jihad, they 
wanted to kill this authentic popular 
revolution. But they were not aware 
that his blood spilled on Jerusalem, 
the second most holy place of the 
Moslems and the birthplace of Jesus 
(sic), the prophet of peace. On that 
very land, revolution will develop 
and as was said by Gamal Abdul 
Nasser: “This revolution will be 
victortous’.” 

Praising the “stone generals” of 
the intifada, Arafat said: “Those 
who fight with stones and machine- 
guns don't prevent the olive branch 
from being raised on the land of 
Jesus and Mohammed. 

He added: “To those fighting with 
stones in the occupied lands... we 
have pledged to pursue our revolu- 
tion till we achieve a victory.” 

PLO sources stressed that Ara- 
fat's welcoming speech was purely 
ceremonial and rhetorical, and that

the more serious business involving 
the declaration of independence and 
terms for dealing with Israel and the 
U.S. will be left for later in the 
council meeting. 

Referring briefly and vaguely to 
differences that emerged at the last 
minute between himself and radical 
PLO leaders over a new political 

, Arafat said: 

“I may differ with my brothers, 
but I know they are protecting my 
back as I march on. They may differ 
with me, but they know I will back 
them all the way.” 

The mood of the opening session 
of the four-day meeting was electric, 
as several speakers described the 
session as the most historic since the 
founding of the PLO in 1964. 

The hall, packed with more than 


2,000 people, including PNC mem- . 


bers and journalists, was decorated 
with large Palestinian and Algerian 


flags and Arabic slogans. 

“National independence caps 70 
years of struggle,” one slogan read, 
referring to the struggle against first 
Britain then Israel. 

“The blessed national uprising 
will continue until the οὐ ηοα 
ends and until the creation of our 
independent state,” said another. 

After Arafat concluded his 
speech, journalists were asked to 
leave the hall to allow the PNC dele- 
gates to hold a closed session. 

Two Soviet officials met with 
PLO leaders on Friday night. al- 
though there are conflicting reports 
as to what messages they relayed. 
Nayaf Hawatme told Agence 
France Presse that the Soviets de- 
clared that the Soviet Union would 
support all the decisions taken by 
the council. But other sources said 
the messengers called on the PLO 
not to declare a Palestinian state, 
saying that Moscow considered such 
8 move counter-productive.

Expecting heightened violence 
during the Palestine National Coun- 
cil meeting, the Council of Setile- 
ments in Judea, Samaria and Gaza 
adopted a resolution on Friday sanc- 
tioning firing at Palestinian stone- 
throwers.

OC Central Command Amram 
Mitzna termed the resolution “very 
serious,” and warned that action 
would be taken against settlers who 
open fire when their'lives are not in 
danger. “This is a grave phenome- 
non, which hampers our work and is 
in violation of the law,” he said. 

MK Ran Cohen (Citizens Rights) 
called on Defence Minister Rabin 
and Attomey General Yosef Harish 


to order the arrest and prosecution 
of the leaders of the Council of Set- 
tlements for “‘their illegal decision to 
defy the IDE.”

Arab youths 
blocked the road with debris and 
hurled stones at the car, breaking a 
window, the driver told investiga- 
tors. He said that he fired two shots 
in the air from his handgun and did 
not believe that he injured anyone. 

But two A-Tur youths arrived at 
Jerusalem's Makassed Hospital with 
bullet wounds shortly afterwards. 


The police confiscated the driv- 
er’s gun and released him on bail. 


Hundreds of policemen and sol- 
diers arrived in Jerusalem this week- 
end to join the already large stand- 
ing force patrolling the city’s Arab 
areas.
